Farmers to Be Quizzed 
The schedule for farmers is a 
ong one, containing 232 ques- 
ions. It covers the farm opera­ 
tor himself, farm acreage, pas- 
ure, drainage, farm tenure, farm 
entals, farm values, farm debts, 
taxes and expenditures, farm 
machinery, co-operative m arket­ 
ing, number of domestic animals 
of various species, crops of all 
unds, value of products, move­ 
ment of farm population, etc 
Sample schedules are sent to 
farmers well in advance so that 
they may figure out the data and 
be ready for the enumerator. 
Women who decline to reveal 
their ages will not, as a m atter 
of policy, be threatened with a 
fine or a term in the hoosegow.

to' Miami. We just aren't excited about it. • 


But suppose it happened at home. Suppose 


that the papers should announce some day that 
all of the people to the city-of Boston and its 
suburbs such as Cambridge, Brookline, and Lynn 
were doomed "to starve to death this winter. 
Would not the country be stirred as never before 
to its history? 


Boston, of course, is closer home. Its people 


are our people. Shensi province is a good many 
'thousands of miles away, and the Chinese people 
are of a different race. It is hard to realize that 
they suffer as we do — hard to realize that it is 
just as terrible for a Chinese to die of starvation 
as for a white person. 


We must learn how to get out of that shell.. 


The long-awaited brotherhood of man will not 
come until the suffering of people on the other 
side of the world are as horrible to us as the suf- 
ferings of our next-door neighbors.

Uniform 


Sunday School Lesson for Jan. 
26 A Christian Accoridns to 
Christ. Matt. 5:3-9, 17-20, 43-48.

To be a Christian according to 


Christ is a very different thing 
from being a Christian according 
to conventional or world stand- 
ards. It means more than be- 
ionging to a church organiza- 
tion or than being classed .as a 
Christian in the census. 


To be a Christian according to 


Christ is to have the virtues ana 
characteristics that were empha- 
sized in Jesus of Nazareth mani- 
fested in some degree in one's 
lif e, and it is the degree in which 
these virtues and characteristics 
are manifested that constitutes 
the extent to which one may be 
called a Christian. 
The principles of the Christian 


life here set forth in the beati- 
tudes, and in the accompanying 
teaching of the Sermon on the 
Mount, are rightfully defined-in 
the general title of this lesson as 
••Standards of the Kingdom." 
They represent the things with- 
out which the Kingdom of God 
cannot exist or be a reality hi the 
souls of men. At the same, time 
they represent something yery 
different from the standards of 
other kingdoms. 


Rule From Within 


The principle of earthly and 


worldly kingdoms.,.has always 
been external rule of~authority. 


are in the thoughts, motives, arid 
attitudes that determine out- 
ward conduct. 
--' 
s. 
It should not be overlooked 
that these standards have"" to do 
with happiness and biessednesb 
in life. Faiie philosophies or nar-, 
iow materialism in our own agt 
and in other ages :have confused 
pleasure and , happiness .with 
goodness. They have tended to 
say-Be happy arid you will be 
good " making the standard 01 
the welfare of hfe in charactei 
and conduct ,a sort of content- 
ment or pleasurable reaction. 


How different, however; is the 


whole approach of Jesus and-his 
setting forth of the true basis 
of moral and spiritual values! 
His principle of life is not the 
avoidance of pain. He enjoins hit, 
followers to weep'with them tha. 
weep, and he pronounces bless- 
ing for the mourners. He encour- 
ages his followers to believe that 
even in an atmosphere of hate 
and persecution they -can pre- 
serve the integrity of their own 
souls and find blessedness. 


But it ought .to be noted that 


Jesus does lay profound stress 
upon blessedness. life is a matter 
of soul satisfaction. If jhe~seem- 
ing.pursuit of goodness makes
